Deaf government employees will 
now be able to participate in inter- 
agency training programs offered 
by the Federal Bureau of Training 
to civil service workers. Inter- 
preters will be provided for 
courses having five or more deaf 
employees registered. 

The completion of courses 
offered through this program is 
a significant factor in deter- 
mining salary increases, job 
upgradings and promotions of 
federal government workers. This 
recent decision is an important 
step in combating the problem of 
underemployment faced by sey 
deaf civil servants.
